Following the publication of Mrs. 


Hull's alleged recognition of the body 
as that of Mrs. Young, it today was 
ascertained that Mrs. Young is alive 
and In New York at work. Mrs. 
Young declared she had not been In 
Newark, as Mrs. Hull alleged, and 
while admitting she knew Mrs. Hull, 
was indignant that Mrs. Hull should 
connect her name without warrant 
-with the tragic mystery. 


When Mrs. Hull was told that Mrs. 


Young had been found alive she de- 
clared that the murdered woman was 
her own half sister, Minnie Jeanette 
Gaston, daughter of R. B. Gaston, of 
Servilla, Tenn. 
She said that Miss 


Gaston was formerly a member of the 
chorus of the "Texas Steer" company 
and had been living lately at 1429 
Amsterdam avenue, New York cKy.

Meyers brought her sister to New 
York from the south and that she ac- 
companied the latter to a meeting

O. Andrews, of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, died at his home In. Brook- 
lyn today. Bishop Andrews, who wag 
82 years old, contracted a severe cold 
while attending the bishops' confer- 
ence and the meeting of the Home 
and Foreign Mission boards of his 
church at San Francisco last October. 
He never fully recovered and a gen- 
eral 'jreakdown followed. 


Bishop Andrews for nearly half a 


century was one of the most widely 
known 
clergymen 
In the 
United 


States. 
Before his elevation to the 


bishopric he was pastor of several 
large churches In the New York east 
conference. 
B.%rn 
in central 
New 


York, he studied for the ministry In 
Wesleyan college. 
For several years 


before entering the ministry he was 
president of Casonova academy in this 
state. He was chosen, bishop in 1872 
and in 1904 was relieved of many 
duties and placed on the retired list. 
His active Interest in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the church did 
not cease with his retirement, how- 
ever, and he continued to take an im- 
portant part In its councils until the 
last.

the court was unfavorable to Harden. 


Dr. Sello, counsel for Von Moltke, 


then made a brief address In which he 
said Harden had permitted himself 
to be persuaded into a regrettable act 
and pictured Von Moltke as a man of 
an extremely gentle and sympathetic 
nature. Count Von Moltko then spoke 
in his own behalf. He said he had 
discarded his army uniform because 
he did not want it besmirched. He de- 
nied that any political group or camar- 
illa existed near the person of the em- 
peror. The only group in the entour- 
age of his majesty, the count declared, 
was the imperial family circle, which 
was loved and honored throughout the 
land.

The department of commerce and. la- 


bor at Washington has just issued In 
pamphlet form a digest of Inheritance 
tax laws. The compilation, which is 
called In the subtitle n "Digest of tho 
Principal Features of the Laws 
ol 


Great Britain, France and Germany 
together with an Outline of Inherit 
anco Taxation in tho United States 
and a Collection of Judicial Decisions 
Relating Thereto," Is the Svork o 
Charles Earl, solicitor of the depart 
ment. assisted by Max West, of the 
bureau of corporations. 


Tho fact Is emphasized that all tho 


leading European countries now tax 
inheritances on the progressive prln 
clple, and also that both congress an 
the states have recognized the prin 
clple in legislation. 
"Death duties" 


have long been in general use as a 
source of revenue, but Great Britain's 
finance net of 1891 Is pointed out as 
ho first anywhere in Europe except 
n Switzerland to Impose such- duties 
at rates increasing with tho size of 
he estate to noticeably high percent- 
ages. 
France carried the idea still 


farther In 1901 and In tho German im- 
perial law of 190C tho rates are no 
sharply progressive that inheritances 
exceeding 1,000,000 marks, going 10 
illstant relatives, are taxed 25 per 
cent. In Great Britain the finance act 
of tho present year raises the maxi- 
mum to about 23 or 24 per cent. 


All United States laws bearing on 


the subject are cited, from the stamp 
act of 1797 to the war revenue meas- 
ure of 1898. 
The latter Imposed a 


progressive legacy duty which was up 
held by the supreme court in the case 
of Knowlton va. Moore. Nowhere In 
the book Is there any argument, the 
intention being to make a careful and 
complete presentation of the available 
information on a subject regarding 
which there is a growing public Inter- 
est. 


Part of the publication Is devoted 


to judicial decisions affecting both 
federal and state statutes. Reference 
to a large number of cases shows 
among other things that the point is 
thoroughly established that taxes up- 
on inheritance, whether proportional 
or progressive, do not violate the con- 
stitutional provisions requiring uni- 
formity and equality of taxation.

PANIC TRUST MADE 


DECLARES 
' 
W.LTAFT 


Secretary of War Impales 


Corporations 


in Boston Speech. 


Ruthless 


Boston, Mass.. Dec. 31.—Secretary 


of War Taft last night rounded a 
strenuous day at the banquet of Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers' association 
by defending President 
Roosevelt's 


policies and placing the blame for the 
recent financial storm on the heads 
of the lawless trusts. He minced no 
•words, but delivered his blows straight 
from the shoulder. 


He dismissed Senator Foraker's con- 


tention that the rate bill "caused the 
late panic" with a shaft of withering 
ridicule and praised 
the regulatory 


measure as an evidence of an awaken- 
ed public conscience. 


Mr. Taft warned his audience that 


to follow the urgings of the defenders 
of the trusts meant the repeal of the 
Sherman act and the practical giving 
over of the country to the unscrupu- 
lous of the corporations, whose con- 
tj^ued financial depredations sooner 
or later would let down the bars for 
socialism. 


The banquet hall of the Somerset 


hotel was filled, and as Secretary Taft 
began his speech he was stopped by 
cheers "for the 
next 
president." 


Throughout his address he was listen- 
ed to with marked attention. 


Analyzes Causes of Panic. 


"During the last three months," the 


secretary' said, "the country has suf- 
fered from a severe monetary panic. 
Even yet the clearing house certifi- 
cates linger in your bank exchanges 
as emphatic evidence of its severity 
and of the extreme measures which 
had to be taken to avoid greater dis- 
aster. 


"Doubtless 
many of my hearers 


have not yet recovered from the in- 
tense nervous strain and mental Buf- 
fering to which they have been sub- 
jected since the middle of October. 
The panic has been given a certain 
political bearing and Importance. 


"For this reason I have selected for 


my topic of 
tonight 'The Panic of 


1907, Its Causes, Its Probable Effects 
and the Relation to It of the Policies 
of the National Administration.' 


"What did cause the panic? Writ- 


ers on financial subjects who have 
given their lives and constant atten- 
tion to matters of this kind, who aro 
able to institute a comparison of the 
present panic with previous panics 
and who are entirely familiar with the 


fest in the countries of Europe even 
before it was felt here. 


Dishonesty In High Places. 


"Secondly, the conclusion cannot be 


avoided that the revelations of irreg- 
ularity, breaches of trust, stock job- 
bing, overissues of stock, violations of 
law, and lack of rigid state or national 
supervision 
in the 
management ot 


some of our largest insurance com- 
panies, railrsad companies, traction 
companies and financial corporations 
shocked investors 
and 
made them 


withhold what little loanable capital 
remained available. 


"Such disclosures had much more 


effect, probably, abroad than they had 
here, because here we were able to 
make distinctions, while there, at si 
remote 
distance, 
the 
revelations 


created distrust in our whole business 
fabric. 


"When, therefore, two or three insti- 


tutions, banks and trust companies 
supposed to be solid, were found to 
have their capital impaired by stock 
jobbing of their officers the public was 
easily-frightened and the run upon 
banks began. 


"The question then became not one 


of loanable 
capital, but 
of actual 


money to be used In the transactions 
of 
the 
day—a 
different 
question, 


though, of course, closely related. 


Currency System Too Rigid. 


"It would seem that our system of 


currency is not arranged so as to per-, 
mit its volume to be increased tem- 
porarily to counteract the sudden 
drain of money by the hoarding in a 
panic. 


'It is probable that the stringency 


which reached its height on that dark 
day of Oct. 24 might, in part, have 
been alleviated had we had a currency 
which could 
automatically enlarge 


itself to meet the tremendous demand 
of a day or a week or a month while 
public confidence was being restored. 


"The national 
administration, 
to- 


gether with many of the large capital- 
ists of New York and elsewhere, put 
their shoulders under the load and by 
various devices of an unusual char- 
acter have brought about the present 
condition of gradually increasing con- 
fidence. 


The injurious consequences to fol- 


low from this panic are not likely to 
be so long drawn out or to result in 
such disastrous industrial depression 
as the panic of 1893 or the panic of 
1873, and this for the reason that the 
condition of the country makes it so 
much easier to resume business gradu- 
ally, to accumulate capital, and then 
to renew the enterprises which had to 
be abandoned for lack of it. 


"Modern business is conducted on a 


system of credit 
which 
in norma 


times 
increases the 
facility 
with 


which the work of manufacture, pro- 
duction and sale can be carried on ;i 
thousand fold 
beyond the limit ol 


earlier days, and enables a total ol 
many billions to rest on a small per 
centage of actual money passed. 


"Every manufacturer, every mer 


chant is, under modern conditions, de 
pendent in the successful conduct o 
his business upon bank credits ex 
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conditions preceding all of them, sub 
•tantlally agree upon the causes. 


"Panics and Industrial depressions 


ate tho result, of the characteristics 
of human nature, 
which manifest 


themselves In business and elsewhere. 
The world generally has a certain 
amount of loanable capital available 
for now enterprises 
or the 
enlarge- 


ment of old ones. 


How Panics Originate. 


"In periods ot prosperity, this cap- 


' Hal with the Instrumentalities for en-

able, and tho Increase In free capital 
goes on almost in arithmetical pro- 
gression.

"After a time, however, expenses of 


operation and wages increase and the

The loanable capital gradu- 
ally changes its form into investments 
less and less convertible. 


"For eight or nine months last past 


there were many indications that the 
loanable capital of the world was near 
exhaustion. 
This result was brought 


about not only by the enormous ex- 
pansion of business plants and busi- 
ness investment which could not be 
, readily converted, but also by the 


waste of capital in extravagance of 
living and by the Spanish war, tho 


*" Boer war and the Russo-Japanese war, 


and in such catastrophes as Baltimore 


^ and San Francisco. 


"It became impossible for the sound 


est railroad and other enterprises to 


' borrow money for new construction or 


reconstruction. 
The condition was not 


confined to this country, but extended 


tended at regular seasons. 


"The banks themselves in turn ac

With few exceptions the St. Louislan 
finds Sunday as open a day as any of 
the other six. 
The closing of saloons is probably 


the most stringent of the Sunday laws 
being enforced In the Missouri metro- 
polis. Next to saloons comes the clos- 
ing of barber shops and after that 
grocery stores and meat shops. No at- 
tempt has been made to close drug 
stores, candy stores and such places. 
The saloons are closed tightly all day 
Sunday, as are the barber shops and 
the grocery and meat shops are com- 
pelled to close after 9 o'clock Sunday 
morning.

Louis had 2,750 saloons in op- 
eration within the city limits.

On January 1, 1905, when Gov- 


ernor Joseph W. Folk went into offlce, 
there came almighty chnnge. He an- 
nounced that the dramshop laws of 


Until two and

books would have to bo lived up to, 
and he Instructed the officials under 
him to see to it that they were. 


In St. Louis Thomas E. Mulvihill, 


an attorney, was made excise commis- 
sioner, and no more- ardent law en- 
forcer could be found. 
Mulvihill Is 


the keeper ot the lid In St. Louis, and 
he has shown during the two and a 
half years that he has held office that 
laws are made to be put into effect. 
The saloons have been cut down from 
2,750 to 2,100 under the rule of Mulvi- 
hill, who has spared none who have 
broken, the laws, and his wholesale 
revocation of licenses has driven the 
dives out of St. Louis. 


In two and a half years 600 saloons 


have been put out of business in St 
Louis. It was in this city that was 
Inaugurated the crusade on saloons 
and liquor that has been spreading 
like a tidal wave over tho United 
States. This was because tho dram- 
shop laws havo been rigidly enforced. 


Until two and a 
half 
yeaars ugo 


there was not a single law governing 
tlio conducting of a dramshop that was 
observed. Tho saloonkeepers did not 
even condescend to close their places 
on (lays of general elections. The law 
regarding tho character of the appli 
cnnt to whom 
a dramshop license 


should be granted was never observed 


But the chnnge began on January 1 


1905, when Governor Folk took office 
Then began the strict enforcement ol 
(,-vcry law on the statute books regard- 
ing dramshops and St. Louis began 
tho greatest house cleaning in her his- 
tory. 
Wave of Prohibition. 


The wave of 
prohibition 
that is 


sweeping the rural districts of Mis- 
souri is permeating St. Louis nml laws 
nra being enforced, 
many of thorn 


having lain dormant since their enact- 
ment. 
Tho greater number of citi- 


zens believe that the saloons have had 
a bad 
influence, both morally and 


politically. They also feel that it is 
tho poor mnn who cannot afford lux- 
uries who Is the m:iln .support of tho 
dramshops. Now there IB considerable 
agitation for higher license. This, It 
is" felt, would drive out n. great, many 
undesirable saloons, St. Louis would 
not altogether relish prohibition, but 
if the Question were put to a vote the 
result would probably bo most sur- 
prising. 


St.. Louis Is not a wide open city on 


Sunday, but it is not. a blue city, for 
tho theaters aro open and there are 
many other places of amusement. Ail 
the stores with the exception of the 
drug, tobacco and candy shops close 
up, nml It is impossible to get a drink 
for love or money. Across the Eads 
bridge, in East St. Louis, things are 
far different. There all the stores, no 
matter what, their business, are closed, 
hut kindly back ami side doors pro- 
vide a. means of obtaining liquid re- 
freshments of an alcoholic nature.

The Law on the Matter. 


The state-law is brief, but to the 


point. It Is section 259 of the criminal 
code of Illinois, and is as follows: 


'.'Whoever keeps open any tippling 


house, or place where liquor is sold or 


construction specifically permits Sun- 
day opening; such a law will be nulli- 
fied as quickly by the people as was 
the fugitive slave law; the constitu- 
tional rights of liberty and happiness 
must be preserved; any attempt at en- 
forcement means a revival of bribery, 
blackmail and perjury and the precipi- 
tation of the saloon question in poli- 
tics. 
For tho forces of prohibition Mr. 


Stewart held that:— 
The question is not whether Chica- 


go officials can enforce the law, but 
will they? Open nullification of that 
statute means open outlawry upon the 
part of the officials. 
Chicago has 


many things to ask of the state of Il- 
linois. If she is to serve notice that 
she will obey only such state laws as 
she desires a mighty dangerous law 
has been picked out for the test. If 
the Sunday closing law is innimical to 
t.he interests of the city, repeal the 
law.As a result of the closing of saloons 
on Sunday Mr. Stewart cited that in 
Kansas City, Kan., there had been an 
increase in bank deposits of $2,000,000 
and an addition school attendance of 
six hundred children—most of whom 
bad drinking parents—since the pas- 
sage of a Sunday closing law. 
He 


cited also other facts to show the de- 
sirability on the score of orderliness 
of such enforcement. 
"When the mayor declares 1 will 


not enforce this law' open outlawry 
by the city's elected officials is the re- 
sult," declared Mr. Stewart "It is the 
first duty of the city's chosen officials 
to place the city on the side of the 
enforcement of the law." 
"We must always have in view tha 


composition of the community, and not 
let this be a religious matter," vouch- 
safed Mr. Rubens in reply. "Who are 
the people of Chicago, anybowt What 
are their habits, what are their per- 
sonal liberties? out of a population 
of 1,698.675 souls, according to statis- 
tics at one time compiled, there were 
1.624,504 of foreign blood, and 74,931 
native Americans. 


"Roosevelt, as police commissioner 


of New York, and Jerome attempted 
to enforce a Sunday closing law. They 
miserably failed. They can't enforce 
such a law." 
President Farwell, of the Law and 


Order league, has taken an aggres- 
sive step in sending to each Individual 
policeman in Chicago a letter calling 
the policeman's attention to the law 
and to bis duty to enforce it by ar- 
resting1 any violator of the Sunday 
closing law. 
Mr. Parwell admits that this is a 


"general order" to policemen, but 
claims his organization has a perfect 
right to issue it, regardless of what 
Chief of Police Shippy or the mayor 
may say.
